Will Fight It Out. 


Larrabee, of Minnesota, who

of the greatest disasters that China 
has ever known, a sudden tidal bore 
in the Yang-tse-KiKang, which involved 
the loss of nearly ten thousand lives 
at Hangow, was brought by the 
steamer Titan, which arrived iast 
night. 

A bore 26 feet in height, flooded, with- 
out warning, down the river over which 
hung thousands of junk, sampans and 
small boats, and wrecking some large 
river steamers.

Mr. Roosevelt summarized vividly 
the history of the development of nat- 
ural resources, as worked out by vary- 
ing peoples from the days of savagery 
to our own times. He traced progress 
up the beginning of the career of} 
the American nation, and speaking of 
the fact that our wealth had been 
gained by natura! resources declared 
that “we are more, and not less, de- 
pendent upon what she furnished than 
at any previous time of history in the 
days of primitive man. He drew at- 
tention to the fact that Washington 
early realized that the only feasible 
way of preserving the union lay in 
preserving the natural resources which 
gave it eminence To this end, he 
showed, the influence of the first 
president was seen in the outlining of 
a scheme for commercial development 
and a waterways commission by Vir- 
ginia and Maryland. 

The president aiso stressed th e con- 
stitutional phase of conservation de- 
claring that ‘“‘the constitution of the 
Uniteg States thus grew in large part 
out of the necessity for united action 
in the wise use of one of our natura! 
resources. The wise use of all of our 
natural resources as well, is the great 
material question of today.’ 

Outlining the inseparable 
between the preservation 
and the prosperity of the 
Roosevelt said: 

“Disregarding for the moment the 
question of moral purpose, it to 
say that the prosperity of our people de- 
pends directly on the energy and intelii- 
gence with which our natural resources 
are used. It is equally clear that these 
resources are the final basis of national 
power and perpetuity Finally, it is 
ominously evident that these resources 
are in the course of rapid exhaustion. 

“This natrior vegan with the belief 
thaa its landed possessions were iblimit- 
able and capable of supporting all the 
people who might care to make our coun- 
try their home, but already the limit of 
unsettied land is in signt, and indéed 
but little land fitted for agriculture now 
remains unoccupied save what can be re- 
claimed by irrigation and drainage. We 
began with an unapproached heritage of 
forests: more than half of the timber 
is gone. We began with coal fields more 
extensive than those of any other Nna- 
tion and with tron ores regarded as in- 
exhaustible, and many experts now de- 
clare that the end of poth iron and coal 
is in sight.”

The corporal reported to his captain, 
who was also a Mason, what he had 
done, and was commended for his action, 
Deciding some other ‘‘follow-ujp’’ com- 
pany might destroy it a provost guard 
was left with the building and getrict or- 
ders were given that it be not destroyed, 

Used Bailding as Headquarters. 


Regimental officers coming on later 
and ascertaining that the building was 
marked for safety, decided to take up 
headquarters in it. 

At the same time St. Philip's church, 
across the road, now known as Washing- 
ton street, was desecrated by being used 
as a stable for horses. Several years 
ago that church filed its claims for dam- 
ages and rental with the government, 

There were a muimber of old Masons 
living who kngw the history of the old 
Masonic hall and these made affidavits 
to the facte set out, and the usage of 
the ithall by the federal government dur- 
ing the years mentioned, and, according- 
ly, a claim wag filled for $476.

New York, May 13.—W hile the 


strength in today’s stock market was 
irregularly manifested there was no 
mistaking its decided character and 
the speculation showed animation and 
considerable variety. The _—iprincipal 
operations were attributed still to the 
larger financial powers and the pro- 
fessional element was timid about ven- 
turing to gell the market short in face 
of this belief in support by such for- 
midable forces. ‘The purpose to fos- 
ter the demand for new capital issues 
was believed te prompt the measures 
to control the market, and ae the Har- 
riman Pacifics are credited with 
largest interest at present in this pur- 
pose, owing to the imminence of new 
issues, the sustaining operations in the 
stock market were commonly believed 
io emanate from sources in alliance 
with those companies. The meeting 
of the directors of the Union Pacific 
and Southern Pacific resulted in the 
declaration of the regular dividends 
on both stocks and that action helped 
the stocks, but they were more af- 
fected by rumors regarding the com- 
ing financing on which no announce- 
mént was made. The volatile rise in 
the Southern Pacific preferred indi- 
cated the credence that was given to 
a report that it was in contemplation 
to waive the company’s privilege to. 
redeem the seven per cent preferrd| 
stock at 115. The existence of. this 
privilege has had the effect of hold- 
ing the price of the stock close to that 
level. The motive for this supposed 
intention tis said to be the desire to 
market the balance of the authorized 
preferred stock in the treasury of the 
company. 

The rumor of an intended extra dis- 
tribution of Northern Pacific stock 
was revived. Both the Hil} stocks and 
St. Paul were benefited by the large 
sales of new stock effected before the 
financial depression set in. Supposli- 
tions as to the benefit to the com- 
panies of these funds in hand availa- 
ble for expenditgre during the period 
of depression and low prices of ma-j| 
terials play an important part in the! 
strength of the stocks. Stocks of) 
companies which have just effected) 
financial plans responded to this news, 
especially some of the _ railroads of) 
doubtful credit supposed to be con- 
fronted with difficulties in this regard. 
The fact that note instead of bond is- | 
sues were resorted to in these _  in-| 
stances suggested a graduation in the | 
prospects of coming securities issues 
in proportion to the security offered 
for the financial strength of the com- 
panies. The prevailing temper of the 
speculation was clear from the activ- 
itv with which hints of favorable 
news were seized upon to rush up 
prices, while events seeming to bear 
unfavorably on the outlook for values 
were ignored. The engagements of

The Iron Trade. 


Cleveland, Ohio, May 1t3.—The Iron 
Trade Review tmoorrow will say that 
the effects of the last New York meet- 
ing of pig tron and ore interests have 
been favorable. The action in removing 
all obligation to maintain prices by these 
interests which have been acting in har- 
mony and taking very few orders, has 
been followed by a lowering of quota- 
tions by the companies which had been 
asking the highest prices, and there 1s 
now a general feeling that botom prices 
have been reached.
